FAILURE,

MBLUOURNE, March 4. 

Apart from Hammond, Tyldesley and 
Hendren, the M.C.C. batting to-day failed to 
live up to its reputation, and for the first 
time in the tour the Englishmen were com- 
pelled to follow on.

SUMMONSES AGAINST

Mr. Wood resumed his statement for the 
defence, quoting a number of judgments 
which, he contended, operated in favour of 
the defendant, He contended that the section 
under which Mr. Duggan was prosecuted 
differed entirely from those which related to 
ordinarv breaches of the revenue laws, such 
ag evading duty. This was for alleged failure 
to pay a sum imposed -by the section. There 
was the dinerence between absolute forbidding 
and mere failure. | 

The Justice observed that failure to 
something could mean to do something that 
was forbidden. 

Mr. Wood said that in the present case the 
proposition was that without knowledge or 
intent Mr. Duggan should be convicted. 

The Justice said that the prosecution in this 
case proceeded to give evidence of a course 


of conduct. 
DUTY ON BETS. 

Mr. Wood continued to argue that there 
wag no evidence to show that there was 
failure to pay duty on the bets in August 
relating to ‘Green Shutter.” | 

The Justice said that evidence was given 
by Mr. Healy that a particular bet was not 
returned, and, in answer to him, the witness

Mr. Wood said that the officer In this case 
was simply an officer of Customs and Excise, 
who was in charge of certain returns. He 
could not prove that there had been a failure 
to pay, in an answer to an illegal question.

I do not say it in an 
offensive manner, and I certainly do resent 
any erson—magistrate 0) otherwise— 
stletaptiog to speak in such a way to a 
member of my profession. lt 1s most un.

‘the Justice—I differ from you. 

Mr. Wood said that there had been no 
roof by a competent authority to prove 
ailure against Mr. Duggan.

In a case of the Refuge Assurance Com. 
pany, Limited, against William Smith and 
twenty-five other former employés of that 
company, which was an action for a 
mandatory injunction requiring the defend- 
ants to hand over to the plaintiffs route 
books and all other books of account, the 
property of the plaintiffs, and for an inquiry 
us to damages, an application was made on 
behalf of some of the defendants for an 
order that certain paragraphs of the state- 
ment of claim’ be struck out on the grounds

ACTION BY ROYAL BANK.

No one 
attended the auction. The wife of the de- 
fendant and his father-in-law were in posses- 
sion of the dwellinghouse, and he believed 
that they and the defendant had beer instru- 
mental in preventing persons from attending 
at the auction and purchasing the property. 

Counsel said that the defendant himeelf 
was in Scotland, and his wife and father-in- 
law were his servants and agents. 

Mr. Justice Meredith made an order direct- 
ine the defendant, his servants and agents, 
to give up possession of the premises. 


AN INJURED HAND. 


DUNDALK APPEAL ALLOWED, 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) i 

The Dundalk Harbour Commissioners 
appealed from a decision of the late Circuit 
Court Judge Doyle, awarding £115 to Michael 
J, Rice, a quay labourer, for the loss of 
portion of one of his thumbs, while employed 
ly the Commissioners in discharging a cargo 
from a steamer called the Wheatsheaf, last 
October. 

It appeared that while Rice was standing 
in a wagon on the quayside attending to the 
tipping into the wagon of full tubs of coal 
as they were hanled out of the ship, a rope 
attached to a tub caught one of his hands, 
raising him a few feet into the air. He fell 
hack into the wagon and then found that the 
top of his thumb had been cut off. He alleged 
that if there had been eufficient light at the 
place he would have seen the rope and the 
accident would have been avoided. The Circuit 
Court Judze heid that the Coammiussioners 
had failed to discharge their statutory duty 
of providing sufficient, light for their work- 
men, and measured the damages at the 
amount stated. 

The Court held that negligence on the 
part of the Harbour Commissioners sufficient 
lo sustain a common law action had not 
been established and they allowed the appeal, 
holding that the action should have been 
dismissed in the Circuit Court. They gave 
counsel for the appellants liberty to. mention

direction of Inchicore. : ; 

The case for the plaintiff, who had claimrd 
£500 damages, was that when the driver of 
the tramcar brought the car to a stand-still 
at Cornmarket to enable passengers to alight, 
and when she proceeded to alight, a passenger 
standing upon the rear platiorm of the cat 
rang wo bell and 


the driver immediately re- 
started the tramcar, with the result that she 
was thrown violently on the ground and 
dragged for some distance along the roadway 
the conductor being upon the top of the car 
collecting fares all this time. 

The defence was a general traverse of the 
alleged cause of action, and Bé that if 
the plaintiff had suffered the alleged or any 
personal injuries, loss or damage, they were 
not caused by reason of any. negligence or 
breach of statutory or other duty on the 
part of the defendants, and that the plaintiff 
was guilty of contributory negligence on the 
occasion of the accident mentioned. 

The jury, answering the questions left to 
them by the trial isk Rear Bi That the 
conductor was not negligent in nót antici- 
pating that a passenger on the platform 
might ring the bell to re-start the car at 
the stopping place at Cornmarket; (2) that 
the conductor was vegligent in not being 
present on the platform of the car before it 
started; (ó) that the defendants were not 
negligent in not taking precautions to ensure 
that the bell would not be rung an un- 
authorised person; (4) and that the accident 
was occasioned by the negligence above- 
mentioned, 

Mr. Fitagereld, K.C.; Mr. J. O'Connor, 
K.C., and Mr, Joseph Mooney (instructed by 
Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) appeared 
for the appellants and defendants; and Mr. 
William Black (instructed by Mr. Albert 
Woodcock) for the respondent and plaintiff. 

The grounds of the appeal were—(1) Lhat, 
on the answers Fo first and third gues- 
tions left to the jufy, a verdict should have 
been entered for the defendants; (2) that the 
answers of the jury to the second and fourth 
questions were against evidence, and the 
weight of evidence, and there was no evi- 
dence to support these two findings; (ó) that 
the answers to the first, second and third 
questions were contradictory; (4) that the 
learned judge at the close of the plaintiff's 
case should have directed a verdict in favour 
of the defendants, as requested by their 
counsel; (5) that the trial was unsatisfactory 
and that the jury did not appreciate or 
understand the questions, or the effect of the 
quéstions, put the judge at the trial; 
(6) that the judge neglected to point out to 
the jury that there was a duty on the plain- 
tiff to take care in descending from the 
tramcar; that the conductor was present to 
prevent the tram from starting while she 
was alighting; and (7) the learned judge 
was wrong In refusing to accede to the 
request of the defendants’ counsel to leave 
the question of the plaintiff’s contributory 
negligence to the jury.

DISCOVERIES AT ROSSES 


POINT. 
HS 
(By J. REID MOIR.) 


T is generally the case that new ideas 
relating to prehistoric man have to 
run the gauntlet of very determined 
oppusition. There are, in fact, few 
subjects in science which have generated 
more dialectical heat, and when my 
friend, Mr. J. P. T. Burchell, wrote to 
me to say that he had found what he 
believed to be implemegts of Lower 
Paleolithic date at Resses Point, Sligo, 
I at once informed him that, when he 
made his discovery public, he might count 
upon a somewhat warm reception of his 
views. 

This prognostication has turned out to 
be well-founded. The Sligo controversy 
has been carried on with even more than 
the usual amount of recrimination, and 
it is not yet terminated. 

Personally, after a considerable and, 
at times, turbulent experience in such 
matters, I have come to the definite con- 
clusion that, so long as the protagonists 
observe the rules of the game, hard 
hitting is an excellent thing in scientific 
discussions. The saying that by the fires 
of controversy truth is revealed is 
especially apposite in this connection, as, 
if a man is worth his salt, he will welcome 
criticism, however drastic, and will work 
his utmost to endeavour to prove his 
opponent to be in the wrong. His 
antagonist, if 'e is of a similar calibre, 
will do likewise, and in the long run they 
will, between them, hammer out the truth. 


A DEFINITE CHALLENGE. 


In putting forward his claim to have 
found limestene implements made by 
Early Mousterian man in Sligo, Mr. 
Burchell has challenged, in a definite 
and final manner, the long-held view that 
Paleolithic man never existed in Ireland. 
It is not as if he had merely claimed that 
some of the later races of Paleolithic 
times, living about 20,000 years ago, 
inbabited that country; for the Rosses 
Point discovery, if interpreted correctly, 
means that a highly-developed industry 
of the Stone Aye was being practised in 
Sligo at a period separated from the 
present by, probably, 100,000 years, 
during which two great advances and 
recessions of the ice of the Glacial 
Period took place. 

Thus it is plain that Mr. Burchell’s 
claim.is of great importance, not only to 
the science of prehistoric archeology, but 
also to all those numer-us people who 
take an interest in the question of the 
antiquity of man in Ireland. 

Though the notification of Mr. 
Burchell’s discovery gave me much 
pleasure and excited my deep interest, 
it did not cause me surprise. I have 
never been convinced by the reasons which, 
it was claimed, made it impossible for 
Paleolithic man to have tnhabited 
Ireland. When I began my researches 
in East Anglia many years ago, I was 
confronted with very similar objections 
to the former existence of very ancient 
man in that area. Yet, being, above all, 
anxious to put ll such theories to the 
tess of actual experience, I continued my 
investigations, and have succeeded in 
proving these views to be erroneous. 

Thus I have always regarded it as 
probable that work upon the glacial and 
the inter-glacial deposits 0° Ireland would 
reveal evidence of the occupation of that 
country by Paleolithic man, and Mr. 
Burchell’s discoveries have—in my 
judgment—shown this supposition to be 
correct. It has been my privilege to be 
associated with the discoverer in the work 
of making this important matter public, 
and to my lot fell the task of demonstra- 
ting that the limestone specimens from 
Rosses Point are shaped by tile hand of 
man, 


THE HUMAN ORIGIN, 


As is widely known, there has been 
observable a wide divergence of opinion 
upon this vital matter. Certain Irish 
investigators, who have visited the site 
where Mr. Burchell made his discovery, 
have very definitely stated that the lime- 
stone specimens, which J], and several 
well-known archeologists, do not doubt to 
be ‘“‘artifacts,’’ are merely the fragments 
produced by the collision of limestone 
boulders set in motion by the violent 
action of Atlantic storms. If this latter 
conclusion is correct, then there is an end 
to the idea that the Roses Point 
specimens afiord evidence of the existence 
of Lower Paleolithic man in Sligo in the 
remote past. It became, therefore, 
necessary for me to carry out a very 
searching examination of the limestone 
objects submitted to me, and this I have 
now accomplished. 

This examination, based upon the know- 
ledge gained in the great numbers of 
experiments which I have carried out in 
the natural and artificial fracture of 
flint, has convinced me that the Rosses 
Point specimens are, without question, 
the result of a purposeful and highly 
skilful flaking process. It has, in fact, 
been possible to identify, among the 
*‘artifacts’’ submitted to me, every 
stage in the shaping of the very 
intractable limestone of which these 
‘artifacts’’ are composed; and, as a 
practical flaker of flint and other stone, 
1 am filled with admiration of the 
technique of the ancient :~tificers of Sligo. 

I entertain no more doubt that the 
specimens collected by Mr. Burchell] are of 
human origin than I do that the pen 
with which I am writing this article was 
made by man. 


EARLY MOUSTERIAN. 


Further, it can be demonstrated by an 
examination of the actual specimens,. 
that these conform, both in their manner 
of manufacture and in their types, to 
others which we know to have been made 
in that division of Lower Paleolithic 
times known as the Early Mousterian. It 
is not possible seriously to deny this, cnd 
the realisation that the technique of the 
Sligo ‘‘ artifacts’’ is the same as that in 
vogue’ only in a certain well-defined 
prehistoric phase makes it in the highest 
degree probable that the former are, 
indeed, referable to this particular stage 
of man’s past history. 

The geological] story of the Rosses Point 
site is, admittedly, not soeasily read ; but, 
in view of my opinion as to the nature 
of the limestone specimens there found, 
I am unable to admit the contention that 
this site has been formec quite recently 
by the action of the sea. I turn, there- 
fore, to the interpretation placed upon it 
by Mr. E. E. Dixon, of H.M. 
Geological Survey, and by Mr. Burchell, 
and I believe that their views as to the 
age and significance of the site will turn 
out to be correct. 

Already, Mr. Blake-Whelan has found, 
as has also Mr. Burc.ell, implements 
comparable to those discovered at Rosses 
Point, tm situ i certei: very ancient 
deposits in Sligo, and I am confident that 
the further researches now to be carried 
out will result in tl> getting together of 
overwhelming evidence of the former 


existence of Paleolithic man in Ireland. |

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A Woman Warrior 
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I was walking down Brunswick street 
a few days ago with a friend of mine 
who had not been in Dublin for some 
years, when he made a remark that made 
me realise how easy it is to overlook some 
of the changes that are slowly, but surely, 
coming over the City. 

We were near what used to be the 
Antient Concert Rooms, but which is now 
a picture house, when my friend asked 
me what was the reason for a large queu? 
of children on the pavement. I explained 
that the youngsters were waiting for the 
opening of the afternoon performance of 
the pictures, and, as we stood for a 
moment to watch the rowdy crowd, my 
friend turned to me, and said: “ Well, 
they say we have a poor city, but, to my 
mind, the folk are better clothed than they 
were before the war; why, there isn’t a 
bare-footed child amongst the whole lot.” 

It is true enough, I thipk, that, whereas 
ten or twelve years ago the majority of 
the poorer children rarely possessed a 
pair of boots, it is nowadays unusual to 
see bare-footed girls or boys running about 
the streets. Newspaper boys used to be 
seen in all kinds of weather hawking 
their evening papers to the patter of their 
bare soles on the pavement, and it was 
often pitiful to see some undersized lad 
shivering in the rain, with his feet so 
cold that he was able to keep his balance 
only with the greatest difficulty. 


Al Strange Street. 


Grafton street, that used to be known 
as the “ Street of beautiful Women,” is 
usually looked upon as the happy hunting 
eround of ladies in search of the latest 
fashionable creation, but the thought 
recently crossed my mind that it has other 
claims to recognition. 

First of all, I suppose that it is about 
the crookedest of the main thoroughtares 
in Dublin, and it is quite impossible to 
see both ends from the same view-point.

T empleogue. 


Templeogue House, which was the 
residence of Charles Lever in the eighteen- 
forties, and ‘in the tower of which he was 
said to have written several of his novels, 
was originally an ancient castle dating 
from the sixteenth century. This edifice 
was taken down by Sir Thomas Domvile 
at the beginning of the eighteenth century 
and a dwellinghouse erected on the site, 
which in turn gave way to the house in 
which the novelist lived. But so strongly 
did the medieval masons build that 
portions of the old castle defied the efforts 
of the workmen employed to take it down, 
and at the date of Lever’s occupation its 
former magnificence was attested by “a 
great courtyard with impregnably high 
walls, Dutch waterfalls, terraced walks, 
gigantic grottoes, extensive gardens, and 
a sweeping avenue with massive iron 
gates.”’ Nearby stood Spawell House, at 
one time the centre of fashion owing to 
one of those wells which Georgian society 
loved to discove: in the neighbourhood ot 
Dublin; now abandoned to the memories 
of its vanished revels.

A Revolutionary Play! 


The announcement that Ernst Toller's 
revolutionary play ‘‘ Hoppla!’’ is to be 
staged in the ‘Abbey Firstre by the 
Dublin Drama League is likely to rouse 
all theatregoers to the highest pitch of 
interest. Already the Drama League has 
staged “ Man and the Masses,”’ by the 
same author, with considerable success, 
but the next play offers much greater 
difficulties to actors and producer. Toller 
is one of the ‘‘ expressionist’? dramatists 
who is revolutionary in theme and in 
technique. The difficulties confronting 
the producer, Mr. Denis Johnston, in 
Dublin, will be readily recognised when 1t 
is known that the play consists of a great 
number of scenes, some with only a few 
lines of dialogue, and some which must be 
acted simultaneously. Thig necessitates 
division of the stage, and in other places 
where “ Hoppla”' has been presented 
special staging has had to be erected. 
Toller also here makes use of what is 
termed the ‘‘ cinematographic interdude’”’ ; 
which means that at certain moments a 
film carries the story and fades gradually 
into stage action. 


Ernst Toller. 


“The dramas of Toller sprang hot and 
passionate from the ending of the 
sluughter in Europe.’’ This is Mr. Ashley 
Dukes’ way of saying that in Ernst Toller 
is to be found the dramatist of revolt in 
liis most belligerent form. Toller believes 
that all the evils of the world flow from 
the ‘‘ capitalist ” social system, and he is, 
in consequence, willing to do all he can to 
smash that system. 


During the war he fought on the French 
front, but after a year in the trenches 
he was invalided from the German Army. 
Going to the Universities of Munich and 
Heidelberg he gathered followers for a 
League of Youth that would end war. In 
1918 he led a strike of munition workers 
in Munich and was imprisoned. Towards 
the end of 1918, after he nad written his 
first play in prison, he was again released 
in time for the November revolution in 
Munich, and he became Chairman of the 
Central Workers’ and Soldiers’ Council. 
He entered the Soviet Government of 
Bavaria first as Preside1.t of the Council, 
und later as a red guardsman. Always 
against the shedding of blood and the use 
of force, Toller was not successful as a 
revolutionary. Nevertheless, when the 
revolution was crushed he was brought to 
trial in the summer of 1919 and 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment in a 
fortress, but was released after serving 
about two years. 


Colonel Gretton. 


Colonel John Gretton, M.P., C.B.E., 
according to Mr. T. P. O'Connor, was the 
real engineer of the Conservative Party 
bacx-benchers’ successful intervention in 
Parliament recently on behalf of the Irish 
Loyalists. “Tay Pay ” is shrewd «nd well- 
informed, and, no doubt, he is near the 
mark when he says that ‘probably if one 
wanted to get back to the origin of this 
Ministerial crisis he woul’ have to make 
the acquaintance of the Irish lady who is 
master, I assume, not only c the heart, 
but also of the political movements, of her 
well-known husband.” 

Mrs. Gretton is a Kerry woman, and be- 
fore her marriage in “900 was the Hon. 
Maud Helen de Moleyns, youngest daugh- 
ter of the fourth Lord Veutry and sister 
of the present Baron. The wild beauty 
of that party of Kerry from which her 
family takes its title has already been 
referred to in the “ Diary.’’ Before her 
marriage Mrs. Gretton was one of the 
most popular ladies in the county. 

Colonel Gretton is, perhaps, the most 
influential of the private members in the 
Conservative ranks in the House of Com- 
mons. He has played a big part in more 
than one Parliamentary crisis, and was 
largely responsible for the revolt that 
ended the Lloyd George Coalition. Head 
of the great brewing concern known as 
Bass, Ratcliffe and Gretton, Ltd., he sits 
for Burton-on-Trent. At 62 years of age 
he still interests himself in yachting, 
shooting, and cycling, and he has some- 
thing of a reputation as a judge of archi- 
tecture and a book-lover.

OVE has inspired many of the greatest 
success of life. On occasion, the 
tender memory of a lost love has been the 
secret which has prompted men to success 
in other spheres of life. The tragedy cf 
Lord Haldane’s life—the breaking off of his 
five weeks’ old engagement—almost broke 
his spirit ; instead of becoming embittered 
and cynical, he sought escape from his 
thoughts in his work, His shattered 
romance was the means of his success in 
law, where he rose to be Lord Chancellor 


A FAITHFUL LOVER. 


We might find a parallel in the romance 
of Jeremy Bentham, another politician, 
who, at sixty years of age, proposed a 
second time to the woman who had refused 
him in his youth. Unfortunately for the 
faithful lover, she had not changed her 
mind in the long interval. He held her 
fast in his heart and memory for another 
twenty years, and then, as an old man of 
eighty, paid her the remarkable compli- 
ment of a lover's adieu. “ | am alive and 
more than two months advanced in my 
eightieth year,” he wrote; ‘yet more 
lively than when you presented me with 
the flower in the green lane. Since that 


day, not a single one has passed (not to. 


speak of nights) in which you have not 
engrossed more of my thoughts than I 
conld have wished.”’ 

The novelist, Charles Reade, was 
influenced throughout his life by a woman 
whom he could not marry. From their 
first meeting, Mrs. Seymour understood 
his temperament and his aims, and there 
sprang up what he himself called a sacred 
friendship. The tribute which he paid 
her, however, when she died, left no doubt 
as to the deeper sentiments with which 
she had inspired him. “To think that 
for five and twenty years I was blessed 
with Laura Seymour,” he said, “and that 
now for the rest of my earthly pilgrimage 
she is quite, quite gone! Not one look 
from her sweet eyes, not one smile! Oh, 
my heart! my heart! I am wretched. I 
have lost my love of the world.” 

Schubert might have married the 
Countess Fsterhazy had her family not 
been so painfully conscious of the gulf in 
social position, and so mindful of the con- 
vention that the fortunes of musicians are 
unstable. The girl must have had a 
better appreciation of her lover’s destiny ; 
for she once asked him why he had dedi- 
cated no piece of music to her. ‘‘ What's 
the use?” exclaimed the composer. “ To 
vou all my music is dedicated.” 


CHANGED MINDS 


The parents of the Jover of another 
famous musician, Bellini, changed their 
minds too late. They first objected to 
Bellini because he was poor and his 
future was doubtful, but as soon as he 
had become famous they were anxious to 
bring about the marriage. While the 
composer was loyal to his love, he could 
not bring himself to meet the wishes of 
her mercenary father. Yet, when she 
died, Bellini was inconsolable. 

Real boy and girl attachments are 
often the subject for tolerating smiles. 
There is a disposition to regard the love 
of very, very early years as being of no 
more than momentary importance. Yet 
there have been many who, like the late 
Lord Leverhulme, proved it to be abiding. 
He found a wife in the little sweetheart 
whom he had loved when they were smal! 
scholars at school. There was also Barry 
Cornwall, tte author, who remembered 
through life the girl with whom he had 
fallen in leve when only five years old. 
“ My love had the fire of passion,” he con- 
fessed in later Jife, ‘“‘ but not the clay 
which drags it downwards. It partook of 
the innocence of my years, while it 
etherealised me.” 

The girl died, and gave an unhappy 
ending to what would have been a famous 
romance. - Nevertheless, it has added one 
of the prettiest stories to the romance of 
men who have been helped, and not 
embittered, by the memory of their lost 
loves. 


MUSICAL RECITALS AT 
BALLSBRIDGE. 


LONDON WIND QUINTET. 


The season of chamber musical recitals 
arranged by the Royal Dublin Society came 
to an end yesterday, when two recitals were 
given by the London Wind. Quintet. The 
members of the Quintet playing yesterday 
were Messrs. Robert Murchie (flute), Terence 
Macdonagh (oboe), A. Tchaikov (clarinet), 
Fred. Wood (bassoon) and Edward Chapman 
(horn). Earlier announcements had led us 
to anticipate the presence of Mr. Leon 
(;oossens and Mr. PE en Brain, noted players 
respectively of oboe and bassoon. Their sub- 
stitutes were more than competent, and all 
Etá instruments were played with convincing 
skill. 

With these five instruments, plus the piano- 
forie (which was played by Miss Rhona Clark, 
a Dublin musician), it was possible to give 
considerable variety to the programmes. At 
night, for example, we had in succession a 
flute solo; a quintet by Scarlatti played by 
the five wind instruments—incidentally, one 
would have liked to know the instruments for 
which it was written originally; a quintet by 
Mozart, played by pianoforte and four wind 
instruments (the flute being absent in this 
instance); a trio for oboe, clarinet and 
bassoon; a bassoon solo; and, last, a sextet 
employing all the instruments. 

The last-mentioned was the most agreeable 
music of the evening. It was a sextet com- 
posed by Albert Roussel, a French composer 
still active, who has written largely in 
chamber music forms. The influence of 
Debussy was to be detected in the sextet, 
which—especially as being a one-movement 
work making no pretence to sonata form— 
seemed to want an “Impressionist” title, 
after the Debussy manner. It wanted to be 
regarded as an impression of somethihg or 
other. As pure sound, however, it was quite 
delightful. Roussel used the instruments 
with lively concern for their different 
“colour’’ values and was careful how he 
mixed the tones. The shades be obtained are 
those which please most ears to-day. To a 
later musical generation, probably, they will 
seem as dull as “art” shades in decoration 
seem since jazz designs were introduced. That 
will be a testing time for much music that goes 
well enough to-day. Roussel’s work, however, 
has thematic life as well as pleasant tone- 
Shadings. It was a small thing, unfortu- 
nately; one was hoping for a full three or 
four-movement work. 

The Mozart quintet, too, was enjoyable ; 
but, thinking back from the Roussel, one 
sees that Mozart had not concerned himself 
particularly with the relation of piano and 
wind tones. Instrumental colour was little 
considered in his time, and a part written 
for an instrument of one type might be 
played freely at convenience by an instru- 
ment of quite a different type. To Scarlatti 
still more certainly than to Mozart, the 
instruments simply were voices of a certain 
range or capacity: their tone-quality was of 
no moment. The Pastorale, Scherzo, and 
Burlesque by Scarlatti were, nevertheless, 
highly enjoyable as plaved by the Quintet 
last night, because the themes have life and 
the parts discuss them briskly.

' | 'H ublican leaders are apparently 

shin break a lance with the 
Northern. Government, but they will do 
nothing more useful than to cover them- 
selves with ridicule, and get hurt as well, 
like the foolish individual who used to 
tilt at windmills. They have still failed 
to grasp the significant fact that they can- 
not set the law at defiance simply because 
they de not like it ; nevertheless, it should 
be no surprise to Mr. Eamon Donnelly, 
M.P., that he was arrested yesterday at 
Armagh for contravening the order made 
prohibiting him from. enterin that 
county. In the eyes of the Northern 
authorities his offence was all the more 
grievous because he was intending to 
address a meeting in Armagh, convened 
for the purpose of protesting against the 
arrest and imprisonment of Mr. de Valera. 
There was a slight undercurrent of sym- 
pathy with Mr. de Valera, as it was 
thought, even by many Government sup- 
porters, that he might have been returned 
across the border without any unnecessary 
fuss; but no sorrow will be wasted on 
Mr. Donnelly, who must have understood 
the risks that he was incurring. 


RUFFLING THEIR EQUANIMITY. 


The light of publicity has brought into 
prominence the unhappy condition of the 
unemployed in Belfast, and denials of 
‘‘ widespread destitution ’’ will no longer 
serve to obscure the position. Amongst 
the workless army there are thousands 
who have no legal claim to the ‘ dole ”’ 
in any form, and the disqualifying 
phrase, “not genuinely seeking work, 
has driven many an anxious man almost 
to despair. Of course, it is awkward to 
politicians to have these disclosures made 
just when they are predicting prosperity, 
provided that the existing régime be not 
disturbed at the forthcoming elections ; 
but no one will be unduly concerned 
should their equanimity be ruffied. The 
community has been shocked by the dis- 
closures made by the Special Committee, 
over which Lord Justice Andrews pre- 
sides, and protests have repeatedly been 
made against economy at the expense of 
the poor. 

Responstble authorities are endeavour- 
ing to put relief schemes into operation, 
and the Belfast Corporation will consider 
a report to-morrow from the City Sur- 
veyor, suggesting various forms of work. 
These projects wili be undertaken, pro- 
vided everything goes well, in co-operation 
with the Board of Guardians, and it is 
understood that the Government has 
agreed to pay 75 per cent. of the total 
cost in certain cases. Attention was 
drawn to the question at a meeting of ‘tne 
Council during the week-end, when it re. 
ceived sympathetic consideration, although 
one or two of the proposals were rather 
far-fetched. One councillor said that if they 
sent a deputation to Barcelona, in Spain, 
they would see a hill, very similar to 
Cave Hill on the outskirts of Belfast. 
which had been developed and beautified. 
Something similar, he thought, might be 
done out at Bellevue, but it was pointed 
out that more useful work was being 
accomplished in street and road improve- 
ment. 


“‘ VAGARIES OF PARLIAMENT.’’ 


The Northern Parliament takes long 
spells of holidays, and then, to make up 
for lost time, works extra days in the 
week, greatly to the disgust of the Opposi- 
tion, which on the present occasion was 
not consulted in coming to the new 
arrangement, an unusual circumstance in 
parliamentary procedure, Protests were 
made last week in thesHouse of Commons, 
the Labour leader pointing out that hon. 
members on the Government benches spent 
months on the Continent, and then came 
back to rush the business; but it made 
no difference, and it was not really ex- 
pected that the Government would alter 
its programme to suit the convenience of 
its opponents, or, for that matter, its own 
supporters. The Speaker of the House of 
Commons, Mr. Hugh O'Neill, evidently 
did not view the change with any great 
favour, particularly as it was made so 
early in the session. 

In this connection a quiet rebuke was 
administered by Mr. O’Neill last Friday. 
He was to have presided at the annual 
meeting of the Belfast Hospital for Sick 
Children, of which he is President ; but in 
a letter regretting his inability to attend 
he said that his absence was “entirely 
due to the vagaries of the Ulster Parlia- 
ment, which had chosen the very unusual 
course of sitting on a Friday.” Moreover, 
arrangements have been made so that the 
House may sit late at night if considered 
necessary, as it may well be compelled to 
do in view of the highly controversial 
nature of the bills at present before the 
House. As foreshadowed in the [Irish 
Times last week, Mr. O'Neill has now 
announced that he does not propose to 
offer himself as a candidate for the 
Northern Parliament at the next. elec- 
tions, and, of course, this involves his 
resignation as Speaker. He is prepared, 
however, to stand for the Imperial Parlia- 
ment; so his valuable services will not be 
lost altogether to the province. 


GENEROUS BELFAST. 


The people of Belfast have an enviable 
reputation for supporting charitable move. 
ments, and no deserving scheme fails to 
find generous sa re Their great 
hospitals, maintained by voluntary sub. 
scriptions, gre proof of their concern for 
suffering humanity, and in this connec. 
tion the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava 
pointed out some time ago that the worker, 
showed an example according to their 
means which might be emulated by classes 
in more comfortable circumstances. Ag 
mentioned above, the Speaker of the Hoiise 
of Commons drew attention to the Belfast 
Hospital for Sick Children, in which the 
accommodation is entirely inadequate for 
the needs of the little patients. 

In order to cope with the incré asing 
work of the institution a magnificent new 
hospital is to be built on the Grosvenor 
road, and already contracts amounting to 
£108,000 odd have been entered into; but 
the ultimate cost will be much greater, 
It is hoped that the buildings will be 
completed in a couple of years, and there 
is room on the grounds for extensions as 
the years pass by. The governors have’ in 
hand well over £55,000, and it is hoped 
to collect the remainder before the scheme 
is completed, so that it may be opened 
free from debt. A difficult problem will 
be the cost of maintenance of the new 
institution. At present the expenditure 
is, roughly, about £4,000 a year; but 
under the new conditions a sum of between 
£6,000 and £7,000 will be required to cet 
the increased expenses. : 

Last vear there were 43,126 attendances 
at the hospital. which exceeded by many 
thousands all previous records, while there 
were 1.647 operations, which showed an 
averace of 4.5 operations for every day of 
the vear. The numbers mentioned in 
cluded 11.970 new patients who had sought 
treatment. These remarkable figures de. 
monstrate the popularity of the inst:tu- 
tion, which has a distinguished medical 
and surgical staff. and when the nublic

ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


So far as one can gather, most of the 
present members of the Northern Pariia- 
ment will seek the suffrages of the peopie 
once more at the forthcoming elections. 
There will be several notable exceptions, 
however, and in the new single-member 
constituencies there is certain to be a re- 
shuffling of the official cards. Mr. Hugh 
O'Neill, Speaker in the Commons, and Sir 
Robert Lynn have decided to retire, but 
they will probably both be chosen as repre- 
sentatives for Westminster, where they at 
present hold seats, while on the other hand 
Captain C. C. Craig, Mr. T- Moles and 
Mr. James Pringle, K.C., have expressed 
their intention of not seeking re-election 
for the Imperial Parliament. 

It is likely that Mr. Pringle may be 
chosen to represent the local optionist 
interest, as he is one of the leaders in that 
movement, and there are rumours that 
another King’s Counsel and a solicitor are 
in the running for a Belfast constituency. 
Mr. Pollock, Minister of Finance; Mr. 
Babington, K.C., the Attorney-Genera! ; 
Mr. Moles, and Mr. Arthur Black, 
Barrister-at-Law, sitting members, have 
all offered themselves for re-election, b=t 
the Nationalists, Temperance Party, the 
Liberals, and the other s-ctions desirinz 
representation have not yet announved 
their intentions.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“THE RED DANCER OF 
MOSCOW.” 


The Russian revolution provides an ap- 
parently inexhaustible source of inspiration 
for tilm producers. Raoul Walsh, who is re-

STORM INTERRUPTION 


TO TELEGRAPH. 


SIX COUNTY SUGGESTION OF 
WIRELESS AID. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Belfast and 
District Chamber of Trade Executive—Mr. 
J. E. Anderson (ex-president) in the chair— 
a letter was read from the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Commerce intimating that the 
Chamber's representations regarding supple. 
mentary wireless communication between 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland to meet 
storm emergencies had been placed before 
the Postmaster-General. 

The Postmaster-General, while expressing 
some doubt as to whether the circumstances 
of the disturbance which occurred in Novem. 
ber last were correctly understood, had 
pointed out that there was no interruption 
of cable communication between reat 
Britain and Northern Ireland during the 
period in question, and that it was unlikely 
that all the fourteen wires in the eight 
cables between Great Britain and Ireland 
would ever be interrupted at one time. He 
stated that the storm affected only overhead 
land lines on both sides of the Channel, and 
that, in fact, Beltast was for a time tele 
graphically cut off from Dublin, as well as 
Great Britain, and that there was con- 
Sequently no special feature in the situation 
of Belfast to justify the provision of emer- 
gency wireless communication. 

While indicating that the gradual re- 
placement of overhead by underground lines 
was a less expensive safeguard than the pro- 
vision of a network of wireless stations, the 
Postmaster-General regretted that he could 
not hold out any early prospect of such an 
extension of the underground system as 
would make communication between Belfast 
and important centres in’ Great Britain 
wholly independent of overhead lines. He 
pointed out, moreover, that the storta 
damage which occurred in November lasi 
was quite exceptional. 

The Chairman said the matter had been 
discussed by the Advisu:y Committee to the 
Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce, 
which the Fresident and he had attended 
with the Minister in the chair. it was 
pointed out that they did not want to press 
for wireless, but thought that there should 
be some stand-by in case of a breakdown. 
The Minister was quite sympathetic, and 
the matter would be looked into further. 

Mr. J. H. Finlay, supplementing an earlier 
report on a deputation received at the Home 
Office on the subject of motor taxation, said 
that Major Harris had given a definite pro- 
mise that the taxation of commercial 
vehicles would be graded next year. He 
wished to emphasise the very courteous 
manner in which the deputation had been 
received by Major Harris.

Some time ago the County Counci] reduced 
the estimate of their secretary by a sum of

their decision, which he described as a policy 
of unsound finance. 

A special meeting of the County Council 
has now been summoned by direction of the 
Minister for Local Government to reconsider 
the matter. 

‘The Minister states in a communication to 
the Council that it is inconceivable that. the 
estimated cost of the services of the 
Council] can bear a reduction of 30 per cent., 
which in effect, would be the result of the 
Council's proposal. The insufficient rate 
struck last year absorbed the credit balances 
which the Council had then in reserve. 

The Mimister ‘points out that on this 
occasion the Council has no reserves, and, 
instead of endeavouring to re-establish a 
credit balance, had taken a course which 
would result in an accumulated deficit at the 
end of the year.

In the Northern House of Commons 
yesterday, 

Mr. J. M. Barbour, Minister of Commerce, 
submitted the money resolution to give the 
necessary financial authority for the introduc. 
tion of a bill to confirm the agreement which 
was reached between the Imperial Treasury 
and the Ministry of Finance on 14th Decem. 
ber last. i 

This agreement, he said, was supplementa! 
to the main unemployment insurance agre“ 
ment of 1926, the purpose oí which was to 
assimilate the burdens falling upon the re- 
spective Exchequers of Grea Britain anc 
Northern Ireland in connéetion with unem- 
ployment insurance, by providing that the 
unemployment funds of the two countries 
should be kept in a state of parity on the 
basis of insured: populations.. Under this 
scheme additional Exchequer grants. were 
made to the poorer fund, a substantial part 
of the extra burden being spread over the 
ree of both Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. This earlier agreement was neces- 
sitated by the fact that the burden of unem- 
gn in Northern Ireland had proved to 

roportionately much heavier than th 
burden of unemployment in Great Britain. 

For Northern Ireland it woald not have 
been possible to maintain the same rates of 
benefits were. it. not that the British Exchequ-: 
must undertake liabilities in the form of direct 
Exchequer payments in relief of the Northern 


+ Ireland Exchequer. The total payments made 


to the Northern Ireland Exchequer under the 
agreement are:—1925 (6 months), £706,069, 
1926, £879,591; 1927, £20y,750; 1928 (esti. 
mated), £550,000, He regretted to say that 
present indications did not tend towards any 
change in the relative figures of unemploy- 
ment in the two areas, and the. con. 
tinuation of the agreement would mean 
the continuation of substantial payments 
from _the British ' Exchequer "te the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer. In return 
for this assistari¢ée thé” ‘Gévernthent® had 
on its part undertaken. tó write off over a

THE AGREEMENT CRITICISED. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labs contended that the 
insurance funds should never have been 
divided, and the British Government should 
be held responsible for the deficit. Why 
should they have to pay £100,000 for thirty 
vears he asked, and he added that it was as 
much Great Britain’s debt as Northerr 
Ireland's.

Mr. Devlin asked if a new clause was not 
introduced after the agreement was reached. 
A RESERVED SERVICE. 

The Prime Minister said that Mr. Devlin 
had been misinformed. This was a reserved 
service, and the completion of land purchase 
was for the Imperial Government. If better 
terms could be arranged between the parties 
he would only be too delighted, but he 
would like the House to understand that the 
British Government refused to: go on with 
thé bill unless dn agreement was arrived at, 
and that agreement was reached, and they 
would proceed unless they were asked to 
drop the bill, because the hon. members and 
others were not satisfied. ' 

NO MONEY-LENDERS’ BILL. 

The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J Milne 
Barbour), replying to Mr. J. Beattie (Labour), 
said that the need for the introduction of the 


Morey Lenders’ Bill in Northern Ireland had: 


not been proved, as the conditions were. not 
quite similar to those obtaining in the larger 
industrial centres in Great Britain. He was, 
however, keeping in touch with developments, 
and if the hon. member had any information 
he would be hapoy to consider it, 

THE ULSTER FILM SOCIETY. 

The Minister of Commerce, replying to Mr. 
T. Henderson, said that he was aware of the 
effort that was being made by the Ulster 
Amateur Film Society to establish a centre 
for thé making of films in Northern Ireland. 
No assistance could be given to this effort, 
except financial assistance, and an amateur 
effort of this kind could hardly expect to 
receive support f:om public funds.

LADY HAIG’'S SPEECH. 

Lady Haig, in reply, said that she regretted 
that she had gn getty nothing in the nature 
of a speech, but she certainly did wish to 
say that she was astounded at the welcome 
that she had received from those that she 
saw around her, and to see there gallant 
mey, many of whom personally were with 
her late husband in helping to hght and win 
the war.

Sir William Hickie, in a brief address, 
said that the organisation had been able to 
do a little in Dublin and other places for 
the relief of unemployment. Small sums to 
start local industries had been provided, and 
if such a scheme were presented from Wex- 
ford he assured the meeting of his assist- 
ance.

MEETING IN MIDLETON. 

A mass meeting of the British ex-Service 
men of East Cork was held in the Yown 
Hall, Midleton, on Saturday afternoon. The

Mr. M'Carthy (Whitegate) who presided, 
Introduced Mr. b. W. Brasier, who said that 
he had come before them in response to a 
deputation of the British ex-Service men who 
had been placed on lands under the Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Act of 1919, which they had a 
reasonable expectation would give them tbe 
means of living. Promises had been made 
which had not been realised, and there was 
not a single man who had been placed on one 
of those farms who had not discovered his 
neighbour holding his, under a different 
tenure, with an annuity, 50 per cent. under 
that imposed on the farm of the ex-Service 
man, Owing to agricultural depression. the 
ex-Service man was unable to pay it. . ‘The 
ex-Service man was placed on a farm at a 
time when no representative voice could be 
heard on his behalf. They were not vested, 
and if inflated values were given for these 
lands it should not be at the expense of the 
ex-Service man. In many cases farms were 
in one large tract and undivided, and the 
unfortunate ex-Service man hardly knew.what 
to do with the land for which he had paid 
an abnormally high rent. In a number. of 
cases they had parted with their interest in 
these holdings to local farmers, wha had 
found in their turn that they could not make 
them pay. 

He intimated his intention of getting into 
touch with prominent men in the British 
House of Commons who were deeply in- 
terested in the welfare of the Irish ex-Service 
man, and if there was any sincerity in their 
promises of interest he was sure that they 
would not be left without redress. 

THE POOR LAW VALUATION. 

Mr. O’Shea (Ballydavid) said that the rents 
of the ex-Service men’s holdings .were 75 per 
cent. in excess of their actual value, and 
their Poor Law valuation was equally -ex- 
cessive. 

Mr. Brasier said that, in common with all 
lands on the seaboard, the poor law valua- 
tion was excessive. He had brought the 
matter before the County Council, and the 
law adviser had stated that the cost of a re- 
survey would not justify the amount involved. 

Mr. Smithwick (Midleton) said that their 
position was due to the fact that when the 
Act was passed the Irish ex-Service men had 
uO representation in the House of Commortis. 
The Scottish members had seen to the in- 
terest of their ex-Service men, wha were 
supplied with implements to work the lands. 
in addition to having them stocked, Loss of 
representation had been a blow . to 
those who had undertaken this land project. 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted :— 

“That we, the british ex-Se1 men 3D 
occupation of the lands in the barony of 
Imokilly (held-under the Sailors and Soldiers 
Act of 1919), which were valued at an 
normal period of peak prices, call on the Free 
State and British Governments to have the 
excessive annuities in thi lands 
reduced, as they quite beyond our 
capacity to pay.” 

SEED POTATOES. 

The next business taken up was the pro 
posed development of the ex-Service mens 
plots for the coming year. In this respect 
Mr. Brasier said that they would learn with 
pleasure that the Southern Irish Loyaliss 
Relief Association—which had done so much 
for the British ex-Service men—had promised 
rants for deserving men who had piots of 
Ba to buy seed potatoes for the coming 
vear.

The Society’s statement brings a current 
of ‘fresh air into a wholly artificial 
atmosphere. Hitherto the half-dozen 
men—sincere enthusiasts, we allow—who 
inspite and control the. Free State 
Government’s policy of compulsory Irish 
have enjoyed an “easy triumph. In the 
first place, the schools have been silenced 
by their dependence on public funds. 
Hardly one effective protest has come fron 
the men who. have most intimate 
knowledge of the baneful effects of com- 
pulsory Irish upon liberal education. In 
the next place, the enthusiasts . have 
proclaimed: that those who, like ourselves, 
have opposed compulsion are prompted 
by ‘‘anti-Irish’’ and sectarian motives. 
This charge—always formidable in a 
country whose standards of moral courage 
are low—has gagged the Churches and 
universities and has intimidated members 
of all parties in the Oireachtas. The dis- 
honesty of the charge of ‘‘anti-Irish”’ 
feeling is exposed now by the Incorporated 
Law Society. There are 977 practising 
solicitors in the Free State—representative 
and substantial citizens. Most of them, 
we suppose, are supporters of the present 
Government, and, according to the recent

In autumn, when the corn is ripe, traces 
of the original town-plan are revealed by 
intersecting white lines, caused’ by the 
starving of the corn wherever ancient 
foundations hardened the subsoil]. Last 
year the Royal Air Force photographed 
the corn-clad land from the air. A 
remarkable map of the ancient Roman 
town was yielded. Not merely were inter- 
secting lines, representing the ancient 
streets, revealed, but traces appeared of 
the sites of buildings. The fact that the 
streets, in some cases, continued their 
alignment outside the vallum indicates 
that the town existed before the fortifica- 
tions were built. With the aid of. this 
aerial map, excavations will be begun 
during the present month, and some in- 
teresting discoveries are expected. It is 
thought that the temple sites will yield 
evidence concerning the state of ‘religion 
in Britain in the fifth century, when 
Caistor was abandoned by the Koman 
provincials. Were those temples still 
used for pagan worship or had they been 
taken over by Christians? The first 
excavations will be made at the identified

Terrorism in Dublin. 

In his speech last night in Dublin 
President Cosgrave referred at some length 
to the recent revival of political terrorism 
in the city. Seven years ago—indeed, even 
earlier—the life and. property of the Free 
State citizen were at the mercy of armed 
under a cloak © of 
murdered and 


desperadoes, who, 
“political” activity, 
robbed with impunity. Mr. Cosgrave was 
able to claim last night that, since 
that time,. the right of trial by jury 
had been vindicated ; the independence of 
the judiciary had been “established, and 
the writ of the law had been made to run 
throughout the country. The Free State 
Government certainly had every reason to 
be proud of its achievement until, in 
July, 1927, the citizen’s sense of security 
was shattered rudely by the cold-blooded 
murder of Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, the man 
to whom, more directly than to-any other, 
the triumph of the law was due. Aiter- 
wards public confidence began to. be 
restored, but: a íew weeks ago the 
whole country was shocked to Jearn that a 
murderous ‘attack had been made on a 
law-abiding ciéizen of Dublin. His sole 
offence was that he had served ou a jury 
which had convicted acriminal. Thatcrime 
was still fresh when a young man was done 
brutally to death in Dublin, apparently 
because he, too, had tried to do his duty 
as a citizen. Mr. Cosgrave declared that 
these crimes were not isolated incidents ; 
he said that they were part and parcel of 
an organised conspiracy to defeat the ends 
of justice. Everybody in Dublin knows 
that jurors and witnesses are being in- 
timidated. Threatening notices are being 
sent to persons who are empanelled for 
the trial of “ political ” offences; and the 
fact that the assailants of Mr. John White 
and the murderers of Albert Armstrong 
still are at large is not likely to encourage 
jurors to do their duty. In the circum- 
stances there is much force in Mr. 
Cosgrave’s question: ‘‘ Are you to have 
government in the Free State?” If the 
writ of the law is.to run, jurors must be 
free to do their duty. If the reward cf 
conscientious citizenship is to be an 
assassin’s bullet, and if murder is to 
flourish impunity in the Irish 
capital, the whole social fabric of the State 
will be endangered. Mr Cosgrave 
announced that the conspiracy which 
exists at present must be crushed, and 
crushed quickly. We are glad that he is 
determined to restore respect for the law; 
the “present

The Solicitors’ Protest. 


The last stage of the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualification) Bill will be taken during

absurd. It is founded wholly and strictly 
on the solicitors’ knowledge of their own 
needs and of the country’s needs, and on 
their jealousy for their profession’s name 
and welfare. 

Within the last few days the Free State 
Government has received another warn- 
ing. The national ‘teachers, as a body, 
are strong supporters of the Irish 
language movement, but their central 
council now advises the Education Office 
to discontinue the summer courses for 
teachers. “In the matter of the revival 
of Irish,” it says—‘‘as, indeed, in other 
questions of public concern—it is unwise 
and imprudent to push too far ahead of 
public opinion; such a course is liable 
to tend to a reaction which might have 
the effect of destroying the good already 
accomplished.’” The teachers’ advice is 
sound. Already the Government s extreme 
policy has wrought much harm in the 
schools. It has injured the essential 
subjects of an elementary education. It 
is strangling the study of the classics and 
of modern languages in the secondary 
schools, with the result that ambitious 
boys are being forced to seek education 
outside the borders of the Free State. 
We. must regard the Legal Practitioners 
(Qualification) Bill as. a notice of 
similar compulsion upon the other profes- 
sions—the doctors, engineers, bankers and 
chartered accountants. There are signs 
at-last that the country is nearing the 
end of its patience, and a prudent 
Government would respect them. It 
weuld abandon the beliei—or pretence— 
that criticism of compulsion implies 
hatred of Irish studies. It would restore 
a large measure of liberty to the schools, 
and it would withdraw a bill which a 
leading profession describes, with general 
assent, as ‘‘oppressive and tyrannical.”’ 
The political wisdom of such concessions 
need not involve any surrender of ideals. 


Co-ordination of Transport. 


At last week’s meeting of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company 


‘Sir Josiah Stamp “said that negotiations 


with road transport undertakings, both 
private and municipal, were afoot for 
the purpose of co-ordination between 
road and rail services. Some months 
ago we described the steps taken 
at Sheffield in this direction. The 
Manchester Correspondent of The Times 
says that meetings between representatives 
of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company and those of the Tram- 
ways Departments of Manchester and 
Salford also are projected, with a view 
to similar agreements’ for the south- 
east of Lancashire. When these arrange- 
ments are complete south-east Lancashire 
and south Yorkshire—both densely popu- 
lated areas—will be equipped with a co- 
ordinated transport system. Under the 
plan three classes of motor omnibus 
services are contemplated. The first 
consists of such as are operated on routes 
either wholly within the municipal 
boundary or extending only a short 
distance beyond it. The second class of 
service comprises those extending into the 
immediate suburban zone, often operated 
along existing electric tramway routes. 
The third class of service consists of those 
to towns at a distance of from twenty-five 
to fifty miles. It is proposed by. the 
railway company that the first class of 
services shall be left wholly to the 
corporations without railway competi- 
tion, and: that the second class 
of routes shall be shared equally 
between the corporations and the railway 
company under an agreement involving 
the acquirement by the railway company 
ofa number of garages and workshops.

Twenty-two people were injured as a 
result oí .a series of explosions at 
Woolwich Arsenal yesterday. 

The most serious of the explosioris 
occurred in the fuse and primer factory. 

The explosions were followed by fire, 
and forty fire engines rushed to the scene 
from many parts of London, 

When the fire brigade attempted to 
get water it was found that the hydrants 


link up lengths of hose and draw water 
from the Thames. 


WINDOW BROKEN A MILE AWAY. 
_The' first explosion, shortly after three 
0 clock, sounded in the streets outside the 
Arsenal like the crash of a heavy calibre 
gun. The ground quivered under the 
shock, and a moment or two later spent 
rockets fell in the streets. The window 
of a shop over a mile away was shattered 
by a spent rocket. 

As soon as the explosion occurred 
workers in the grounds were told to leave, 
and they ran for the exits. There was no 
panic. One of the workmen in the factorv 
was actually handling a _ rocket at the 
time of the explosion. He ran out with 
it and flung it towards the river, lest 
It micht endanger the lives -of his 
comrades. 

Relays of fire engines and men arrived 
at the Arsenal at fairly regular intervals, 
in order to act as reliefs to the men who 
had been fighting the fire almost from 
the commencement.

The most 
serious fire during ‘the present century 
was on June 18th, 1903, when fourteen 
persons were killed and seventeen 
injured. 


WAR OFFICE STATEMENT.

AMERICA’S PART IN 
WORLD AFFAIRS. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT: 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 
Mr. Herbert Hoover delivered his 
inaugural address from the east front of 
the Capitol to-day after-he had taken the 
oath as. thirty-first President of the 

United States of America, He said:— 
If we survey the situation of -our nation, 
both at home ahd «abroad. we find much 
eround for satisfaction; we find some causes 
for concern. We aspire to distinction in the 
world, but to a distinction based upon con- 
fidence in our sense of justiee, as well as 
upon our accomplishments: within our own 


‘borders, and in our own. lives. 


The most malign of. all dangers to,day is 
the disregard for, and disobedience of, the 
law. Crime is‘ increasing. - Confidence - im 
rigid and speedy justice is decreasing. The 
first steps towards reform should not be 
delayed any longer... Rigid and expeditious 
justice is the first safeguard of- freedom, the 
basis of all ordered liberty, the vital force of 
progress. 

] have been selected by you to execute and 
enforce the laws of the country. I propose 
to do so to the extent of-my own: abilities; 
but the measure of success that the Govern- 
ment shall attain will depend upon the mora] 
support which you, as citizens, extend.

NO BLOODSHED.

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

President Portes Gil, in a statement 
to-day, said he was sure that the-Govern- 
ment was strong enough to dceminate the 
revolt in a short time. The majority of 
the Army had remained loyal, and ever in 
districts where the revolution was active 
there were parts of the Army which had

OPPOSITION TO THE LABOUR 
PARTY. 

Their opposition’ to the Government 
comes partly from: the belief that the 
Labour. Party, and, in particular, its 
chief, Senor Luis Morones, one of the 
members of the former President Calles 
Cabinet, were responsible íor the assas- 
sination of their leader, General Obregon. 

The Labour Party is the party of Senor 
Calles and of the political heir, President 
Portes Gil. “A fortnight ago Senor Valen- 
zuela made a fiery speech tn Sinaloa, near 
the border of Roman Catholic Jalisco, 
which was obviously: designed to attract 
the support of Roman Catholic insurgents. 

It is believed he was successful, and 
that the revolution has the support of the 
militant Roman Catholics.

April 25th, 1921—Sentenced to. six months’ 
imprisonment’ for having failed ‘to 
comply with an expulsion order made 
against him. 

His second sentence was the result of 
an attempt to swindle the Chief Secretary 
of the Ministry of Commerce, M. Elbel.

Strong objection to the Legal Practi-

a pamphlet, which. was issued yesterday 
by the Incorporated Law Society of Ive- 
Jand to members of the Dail and the 
Senate.

not wanted by. the public or the profes- , 


sion, and is unnecessary; that it is 
oppressive and unworkable, and sets an 
impossibly high standard of Irish; that 
it must lead to inefficiency, and should 
not be compulsory.

The following is the text of the pamphlet: 

The Incorporated Law Society of Lreiand is the 
statutory authority for the government of the 
solicitors’ profession, and -while membership 
of the Law Society is not obligatory, the 
Society has 646 members out of the 977 
practising solicitors in the Irish Free State. 

Feeling that the question raised by the 
Legal Practitioners (Qualification) Bill, 1928, 
was one of supreme importance, the Counce 
of the Law Society summoned a special 
general meeting of the Society, which was 
held on the 8th day of February, 1929. The 
attendance at the meeting was representative 
of the profession from all parts of the Irish 
Free State. The following resolution was 
proposed and adopted, with only eight dis- 
sentients :'— 

That this special general meeting of 
the Incorporated Law Society of Ireland, 
summoned by the Couneil to consider tho 
proposals contained in ‘the Legal Practi- 
tioners (Qualification) Bill, 1928 (as 
amended tn special committee), desires 
to place on reeord, that the Society is 
opposed to the bill so far as it affects 
the solicitors’ profession, and instructs 

- the Council to use every posstble effort 

to secure its rejection, 

The Law Society feel tha: the public should 
be made aware of the pjfuvisions of the bill 
and their sympathy and support enlisted in 
opposition to it. 

The matter is vot purely a domestic. one 
touching the legal profession only, since if it 
becomes law the bill will Mmevitably involve 
additional delay and expense to litigants, and 
in all legal matters. Further, if the bill is 
to be effective for its ostensible purpose, i. 
must be assumed to the forerunner of 
attempts to make Irish compulsory in all 
walks of national life. However desirable it 
may be that Irish should be revived—and no 
Irishman would object to this being done bv 
voluntary methods—it cannot be for the good 
of the country that entrance to the professions 
should be barred to all but fluent. Irish 
speakers and writers. 


_ WHAT THE BILL PROPOSES.

Law Society are directly concerned, 
The hill provides that :—

of the Irish language. 
The expression “* competent knowledge 
of the Irish language ” ts . defined . bv 
the bill to mean “such a degree of 
oral and written proficfency in the use 
of the language as is sufficient to enable 
a legal practitioner properly to conduct 
the business of his clients in the Irish 
language.” 
(d) The bill does not apply to any person 
over the age of fifteen years on the Ist 


day of October, 1929. 


THE ATTITUDE OF THE PROFESSION. 

The Law Society. is composed of -solicitors 
i all political parties aid of all shades of 
opinion and does not as a body associate 
itself with politics. 

It is no part of its duty, to express any 
opinion whatsoever on the question of the 
Irish language in general, bot its members 
as citizens accept the fostering of the Irish 
language as part of the declared policy of 
the Government of the Free State, and many 
of them actively support the voluntary efforts 
being made to preserve the language.

li is no exaggeration to say that, notwith- 
standing the majority in the Dail ihn favour 
of the bill, the community at large has not 
called for it, nor does it really desire the 
proposals of the bill. 

It is obvious that until al] judges, jurors, 
witnesses and legal practitioners can speak 
fluently in Irish, any general attempt to 
conduct the legal business of the country iu 
the Irish language can only result in addi- 
tional delay and increased expense and 
difficulty. 

The promoters of the bill are dealing with 
the probiem of Irish at the wrong end. The 
bill seeks to make the solicitors’ profession 
pioneers in the matter of Lrish. 

If Irish becomes the general language of the 
people, it will gradually permeate all classes 
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and professions, and competition may be 
relied on, to ensure that prospective solicitors 
will equip themselves fully to take their part 


in the national life.

—_ to all comers who had a good general 
education. The only road to success has been 
along the path of proiessional or technical 
knowledge and skilj. All the professions 
furnish examples of men of humble origin who 
by their professional ability and - integrity 
have made their way to the forefront. 

Now it is sought to add the capacity for 
acquiring a competent knowledge of a second 
language (which, when once acquired may 
never be used) as a necessary qualification, 
and to empower the Chief Justice at his 
discretion to say whether such a competent 
knowledge has been acquired. 

This bill, moreover, is to apply to the legal 
professions only. No attempt is being made 
as yet to make compulsory knowledge of the 
Irish language a qualification for admission 
ss @ doctor, an. engineer, a chartered 
accountant, a banker, etc. It may well be 
asked why the legal profession has been 
singled out for exceptional treatment. 


te) —The bill is unworkable. 


. The Irish language is not a living language 
(in the sense that French is), and it has no 
native words for all the modern inventions, 

' + ete., which play such a large part in present- 

day life. The position is, if anything, worse 
when it comes to legal terms. The whole 
system of Jaw is built up on the judicial inter- 
pretation of words and phrases occurring in 
statutes and legal documents, and as a result 
even common everyday words, when used in 
legal documents, have acquired a strictly 
technical meaning. 

There is not, and cannot be, any such 
technical phraseology available in Irish, and 
for many years all important legal documents 
must be drawn in English, and if drawn in 
thet language all arguments as to their mean- 
ing must be conducted in the same medium. 
(d) The bill sets an impossibly high standard 

of Irish, | 

The standard required by the bill is that 
the prospective solicitor shall be able ta 
conduct the business of his clients, oral and 
written, in Irish. 

Such a standard is not humanly possible. 

There is no legal handbook or text book 
written in Irish, there is no legal vocabulary 
i Irish, and no Irish precedents to work by. 
While it might be possible to defend a plain 
assault case in Irish, it is quite impossible to 
draw a marriage settlement in Irish, or a 
lease or any other complicated legal docu- 
ment, and there is no criterion by which any 
attempt can be judged. No argument ad- 
dressed to a Court as to the meaning or con- 
struction of a document or statute drawn in 
English could Em be advanced otherwise 
than in English. 

(e) The bill must lead to inefficiency. 

At present an intending apprentice to a 
‘solicitor must satisfy the Incorporated Law 
Society that he has a good general education. 
This may be done by passing the Society's 
preliminary examination, or by satisfying it 
that an examination of a similar standard has 
been passed, such as the entrance to one of 
the Universities. When that has been done, 
the apprentice is free to devote his attention 
to his technical work. The Society holds two 
more @xaminations, both of which are con- 
versant with legal subjects. 

The bill would add Irish as an additional 
subject at all of these three examinations, 
and sets a standard which would necessitate 
the apprentice devoting a large portion of his 
time—in many cases probably the major 
portion of his time—to Irish, a non-legal 
subject. It would also produce the absurd 
result that a most brilliant legal scholar, after 
his legal studies and his expenditure of time 
and money, might fail to gain admission to 
noe peas through failure to qualify in 

rish. 

An apprentice, on the average, has four 
years to learn his profession, which embraces 
nu knowledge of almost every conceivable 
branch of law. As it 1s, the time 1s short to 
gain a full knowledge of law and practice. 
and if Irish is added it is clear that few 
apprentices can be thoroughly qualified in 
both subjects. 

In no other profession is knowledge of a 
non-technical subject laid down as a con- 
_ dition precedent to admission. 

(f) The bill should not be compulsory. 
Whatever may be said in favour of making 

Trish a compulsory qualification for candidates 
for public positions in the Gaeltacht, it is a 
' retrograde step for the legislature to interfere 
compulsorily with the technical training of 
any profession. 
_ It might be quite legitimate for the State, 
in its efforts to foster the language, to give 
grants or scholarships to [rish speakers, but 
to forbid a man admission to any profession 
unless he has a knowledge of Irish is oppres- 
sive and tyrannical. 


SOUTH AFRICAN 
TRADE TREATY. 


GOVERNMENT’S SMALL 
MAJORITY. 


From Revurrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Monday. 

By 53 votes to 49 the Union House of 
Assembly to-day rejected a motion by which 
the Senate would have been asked to consider 
the ratification of the South African German 
Trade Treaty. The Assembly ratified the 
Treaty on Friday, and the Prime Minister, 
General Hertzog, refused to send it to the 
Senate for approval, thus raising a constitu- 
tional issue of great importance. 

The Treaty provides for the participation 
by Germany in any future preferences South 
Africa grants to Empire countries, and hae 
aroused considerable opposition amongst those 
who regard it as a threat to the general 
policy of Imperial preference. 

There was the greatest excitement in 
political circles after to-day’s division, which 
created a new Jow record in Government ma- 
jor:ties. “The previous lowest majority was 
eight votes, the division in that instance 
being on a minor question. The debate was 
heard by a full House, and there was a large 
attendance in the galleries. 

At the outset the Speaker disallowed, under 
e. section of the Act of Union, a motion in 
the name of General Smuts, Leader of the 
Opposition, for the adjournment of the House 
ov a matter of public importance arising from 
the refusa) of the Government to submit the 
question of the treaty with Germany to the 
Senate.

POLITICS: ON. THE 
WIRELESS. 


IDEA-FAVOGRED BY 
BRITISH MP.’S. 


MAY. BE USED IN THE 
COMING ELECTION,

so» WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The Péstmaster-General was the central 
figure in the debate this evening when the 
department over which he pregides came in 
for a good deal of adverse comment from 
members of the Opposition. It’ was the 
Report stage of the Vote on Account for the 
Civil Service and Revenue departments, and 
Major Crawfurd led the attack from the 
Liberal benches. 

The Major's “chief criticism was directed 
to the application of the large revenue of the 
Post ce for Exchequer purposes instead 
of to a reduction in the rates of postage. He 
objected to the Post Office being regarded 
as a milch cow for the Treasury. 

BROADCASTING POLITICS. 

Coming to broadcasting, he suggested that 
as the Labour Party and the Conservatives 
found it increasingly difficult to attract 
audiences, they shonld make use of the 
wireless. hen Sir H. Brittain protested 
at fhis Major Crawfurd laughingly said that 
the hon. member might not need it because 
he was a good turn, and possessed an attrac- 
tive personality. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that there were 2} millions wireless 
licences and, if broadcasting was used to 
put the views of political parties before the 


or twelve million. People, he believed, 
would relish political problems over the wire- 
less: certainly the Liberal Party would gain 
if reason was enthroned at the expense of 
emotion, (Ironical cheers.) 

Commandet Kenworthy pleaded for a 
graduated scale for wireless licences. It 
would not be fair to exact a flat rate of 10s. 
alike for the humble crystal set and the 
elaborate 50 guineas receiver. “He agreed 
that more use should be made of broadcast- 
ing for political purposes. Why should not 
two leading statesmen engage in a broad- 
casting debate? If, for instance, the Chan- 
cellar of the Exchequer would eondescend to 
have a debate with Mr. Philip Snowden it 
would be bound to be most popular. and 
would be a great help to the Labour Party. 
(Laughter. ) Why should not the Budget 
speech be broadcast? It would be a change 
from the talks of the ‘‘uncles” and 
** aunts.” 

MR. LLOYD GEORGE'S VIEW. 

Mr. Lloyd George declared that it was vital 
that broadcasting should be used to enable 
the great mass of the new electorate to know 
what were the issues at the forthcoming 
general election. They did these things 
differently in America, he said, and pointed 
to the use of radio at the last Presidential 
election, where the political leaders were 
enabled to speak to forty or fifty. million 
people. 

In this matter he was not speaking from a 
purely party point of view. There should be 
no difference between any of the parties on 
this matter of broadcasting. When he first 
stood for Parliament there were only 4,000 
electors in his constituency: now there were 
40,000, and there were no halls which would 
contain anything like that number. People 
were not too foni of going to political meet- 
ings, but they might be induced to listen over 
the wireless. It was suggested that election 
leaflets could be made use of to reach people 
who could not attend meetings, but leaflets 
were not read 

Aq@miral Beamish did not think the Liberal 
Party had any right to expect the Post Oftice 
to supply them with audiences. (Laughter.) 

MR SNOWDEN AGREES. | 

Mr. Snowden expressed his agreement with 
the use of broadcasting as a political medium, 
not only during an election, but on other 
occasions. It would, however, be a great mis- 
take to overdo political propaganda by wire- 
less. It would be impossible to deal with the 
whole policy and programme of a_politi- 
cal party in alf-an-hour or even 
an hour before the microphone. In regard 
to the re-introduction of the penny post. 
he thought it ought to be done if it could 
be aceomplished without loss, but he cer- 
tainly could. not agree to the .subsidising of | 
the Post Office out of the public funds. 

The FEostmaster-General, in his. reply, 
pointed out that broadcasting conditions in 
this country and America were on entirely 
different lines, but the real cardinal difh- 
culty was that the leaders of the political 
parties here had been unable to agree as to 
a proper allocation of time. It would not 
be an unreasonable thing for a Government 
to say that for every single attack made 
upon it they should be given an opportunity 
to reply. The main point was that the 
different political parties should agree among 
themselves and. not call upon the British 
Broadcasting Corporation or the Post. Office 
to act as arbiters. 

On the question of the penny postage, he 
confessed that he could say little, because 
it had to be considered in relation -to. the 
forthcoming Budget, and considerable reti- 
cence must be observed. He doubted 
whether the light-hearted optimism: as to 
the increase of business which would result 
from a reversion to the penny postage was 
at all justified. 

As to the cost of wireless licences, he 
saw no reason for reducing the charge in 
the case of small sets.. Ten shillings a 
year was a small sum to pay for a good 
entertainment, and there was a growing feel- 
ing that the man who did not take out a | 
licence was defrauding his neighbours, and 
was something in the nature of a ‘dirty 
dog.” (Laughter.)

SEQUEL TO UNBAPTISED 
PERSONS BAN. 


The Bishop of St. Albans (Dr. Furse) 
replies in his diocesan ‘‘ Gazette’’ to re- 
cent criticisms of his views on the subject 
of the marriage of unbaptised persons, 

He says: “Soon after I became bishop 
of this diocese, after discussing the matter 
fully at a Synod of the clergy, I issued 
directions that clergy should not marry 
persons in church who were either not 
baptised or had been divorced. From 
time to time, especially when instituting 
new incumbents, I have called attention to 
these directions. 

“The result is that I have been sub 
jected to vulgar abuse, based on three 
things which I have never said—namely, 
that I had forbidden clergy in this diocese 
to marry anyone— 

l—who had not been baptised with the 

rights of the Church of England; 
2—who was a Nonconformist; and 

ó—that I had put my ban on any member 

of the Church in the diocese marrying 
anyone who did not belong to the 
Church. 

“ No one can be a bishop for any length 
of time without expecting to come in for 
not a little abuse. It is such a common 
experience that I should not dream in the 
ordinary course of things of referring to 
it, but I have done so in this case because 
I think it is about time that people should 
know the unscrupulous methods adopted 
by a certain section of the Press, under 
which I have myself suffered befure now. 

“I know as well as anyone that it is 
as greatly resented by the best and the 
most honourable members of the Press, of 
which, thank goodness, there are many, 
as it is by other decent folk.”

force, 
THE KELLOGG PACT. 

The recent treaty for the renunciation of 
war as an instrument of national policy sets 
an advanced standard in our conception of the 
relations of nations. Its acceptance should 
pave the way to the limitation of armaments, 
the offer of which we sincerely extend to the 
werld; but its full realisation also implies a 
greater and greater perfection in the instru- 
mentalities for the pacific settlement of con- 
troversies between the nations, 

In the creation and use of these instrnmen-. 
talities we should support every sound method 
of conciliation, arbitration and judicial 
settlement. American statesmen were among 
the first to propose—and they have constantly 
urged upon the world—-the establishment of a 
t:ibuna] for the settlement of controversies of 
a justifiable character. 

A WAY WILL BE FOUND. 

The Permanent Court of International Jus 
tice in its major purpose is thus peculiar! 
identified with American ideals and wit 
American statesmanship. No more potent 
instrumentality for this purpose has ever been 
conceived, and no other is practicable of 
establishment. 

The reservations placed upon our adherence 
should not be misinterpreted. The United 
States seeks by these reservations no special 
privilege or advantage, but only to E rá gc 
relation to advisory opinions and other 
matters which are subsidiary to the major 
Lurpose of the Court. 

The way should, and, I believe, will, be 
found by which we may take our proper place 
ip a movement so fundamental to the progress 
cf peace. Our people have determined that 
we should make no political engagements such 
as membership in the League of Nations 
which may commit us in advance as a nation 
to become involved in the settlements of con- 
treversies between other countries. They 
adhere to the belief that the independence of 
America from such obligations increases its 
ability and availability for service in all 
human fields of human progress. 

THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 

Surely civilisation is old enough, surely 
mankind is mature enough, so that we 
ought, in our own lifetime, to find a way 
to permanent peace. Abroad to west and 
east are nations whose sons mingled their 
blood with the blood of our sons on the 
battlefields. Most of these nations have 
contributed to our race, to our culture, to 
our knowledge and our progress. 

From one of them we derive our very 
language; and from many of them much 
of the genius of our institutions. Their 
desire for peace is as deep and sincere as 
our own. 

Peace can be contributed to by respect for 
our ability in defence. Peace can be pro- 
moted by the limitation of arms and by the 
creation of the instrumentalities for the 
peaceful settlement of controvérsies; but it 
will become a reality only through self- 
restraint and active effort in friendliness and 
helpfulness. 

I covet for this administration a record of 
having further contributed to the advance of 
the cause of peace.

UNION SECRETARY DETECTS A 
THREAT. 

Their persistent whine for the return of 
1913 conditions was an admirable index to 
the mentality of the average railway 
director. Like the Bourbons, they had for- 
gotten nothing and learned nothing, said 
Senator J. T. O'Farrell, Irish Secretary, Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association, addressing the Bel- 
turbet branch of the Association. 

Senator O’Farrell criticised the statement 
made by Sir George Clark, Chairman of the 
Cireat Northern Railway, at the recent share- 
holders’ meeting, to the effect that no serious 
attempt was made to counter the companies’ 
arguments before the Railway Wages Board 
for a reduction of wages and his written state- 
ment as follows :—' Your directors feel that 
this matter cannot be allowed to rest in its 
present unsatisfactory position, and the whole 
question is now receiving the most serious 
consideration of our Board,” The first part, 
he said, was not in accordance with the facts, 
and the second part. unmistakably contains 
a threat which does not hold out very much 
ae for continued peace in the railway 
industry.. 

Previous findings of the Board in favour ot 
the companies had ‘been loyally observed by 
the unions, ualithough at great personal 
sacrifice. It was evident from statements 
such as that made by. Sir George Clark that 
arbitration or anything approaching it ceased 
to be desirable immediately the arbitrators 
took into consideration the requirere ts of 
humanity.. The statement would c ! all 
those who were prepared to defen, their 
present inadequate livelihood to look to their 
trade union deleuedl and consider the best 
meth8d of defeating attempted illegitimate 
inroads on their means of livelihood, dictated 
by vanity, bad temper and unsportsmanlike 
mentality

SERMON IN ChRIST CHURCH

PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS

public health, extremely bad and unhygienic. 

Nothing short of a miracle, Dr. McDonnell 
added, could save the children of those 
families from a life of ill-health, if they were 
fortunate enough to survive the many ills 
to which they were exposed at present.
